New Mangalore Port Trust 

New Mangalore Port Trust Employees (Family Security) (First Amendment) 

Regulations, 1992. 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 of the Major Port Trusts 
Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Board of Trustees of New Mangalore Port Trust 
hereby makes the following Regulations, to amend the New Mangalore Port 
Trust Employees (Family Security) Regulations, 1987. 

1. These Regulations shall be called the New Mangalore Port Trust Emp¬ 
loyees (Family Security) (First Amendment) Regulations, 1992. 

2. They shall come into force from the date of publication in the Gazette 
of India. 

(i) The following words shall be substituted for the existing words 
against clause 5(a) 

Every employee shall have to make a montiily ccmtributkm of 
Rs. 20 to the Fund. 
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(U) The following words shall be substituted for the existing words 
against clause 5(b). 

The Board shall make an annual contribution of Rs. 2.00 lakhs 
to the Fund at such intervals as xosy be decided upon by the 
Chairman from time to time. 

(iii) The following words shall be substituted for the existing words 
against clause 8(a). 

A lumpsum amount of Rs. 2(t.{.00 shall be paid to the nominee 
of every employee who dies while on duty either due to acci¬ 
dent or otherwise or who becomes whoUy disabled by acci¬ 
dent by loss of two limbs or two eyes. 

(iv) The following words shall be aibmitted for the existing words 
against clause 8(b). 

A lumpsum amount of Rs. 15,CH)0 sJiall be paid to the nominee of 
the employee who dies while in service but not on duty. 
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
